What is Yersiniosis?

Yersiniosis is a foodborne illness caused by the bacteria
Yersinia. Pigs are a major source for strains of Yersinia,
such as Yersinia enterocolitica that causes human illness.
Yersinia is contracted by eating undercooked or raw pork
products. Children may become ill from cross contamination
if caregivers do not wash their hands after handling raw
pork products.
